STRATOSPHERE 
FLIERS LAND IN 
FARM MARSH 


Daring Air Adventurers Descend Safely Late 


Monday Near Bridgeton, N. J., After Soar- 
ing to Height of 11 Miles—Sleep Wrapped 
in Fabric of Balloon. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21— 


(AP)—Lieut. Com. T. G. W. 
Settle, who landed from a 
stratosphere 
balloon 
flight 


last night in New Jersey, ar- 
rived today at the Anacosta 
naval airport shortly after 3 
p. m., (E. S. T.) in a coast 
guard plane. 


BRIDGETON, N. J., Nov. 21—<.<P) 
—America's first stratosphere bal- 
loon jolted to rest in the marsh 
land southwest of Bridgeton, at 5:50 
p. m., yesterday. 


As hundreds of persons searched 
the pine woods, cranberry bogs and 
cultivated farms in southern New 
Jersey, Lieut. Com. T.*G. W. "Tex" 
Settle and his aide, Maj. Chester L. 
Fordney, slept the night through 
wrapped up in the deflated fabric of 
their big balloon, awaiting day- 
break. 
At 8:44 a. m., Major Fordney 
trudged through the marsh lands, 
walking until 9:30 a- m., when he 
reached the farm house of S. N. 
Johnson, nine miles southwest of 
Bridgeton. 
"I'm hungry and I'd like to uss 
the telephone," calmly announced 
Pordney 
to 
the startled farmer. 


Then he took up the telephone and 
notified the world of the balloon- 
ists' triumph. 
^ 
"We had a delightful and un- 
toward trip," Major Fordney said, 
"except that we came down so fast 
we had to throw things overboard as 
fast as we could to lighten the ship. 
"Although it was a pretty rapid 


landing, neither of us was hurt. We 
took our bearings, saw we were in 
marshy 
ground, 
surrounded by 
woods and that it would be best jtut 
to put up for the night. So we got 
out of the gondola, wrapped up in 
the balloon and slept for the nighr,. 
Settle "Stands Guard."

"Leaving 'Tex' to stand watch 
H. 
over the balloon, I struck out for 
civilization at 8:44." 
At this point Major Fordney 


showed he was still uncertain of 
the time by saying he had reached 
the farm house at 9 a. m. A by- 
stander corrected him, and he said: 
"Oh, no, I guess it wasn't 9 o'clock. 
It was 9:30." 


As he talked the major was 
helping himself to a breakfast ol 
fried ham, potatoes and black cof-

RICH HUSBAND 
IS SLAIN AFTER 
FUSS WITH WIFE 


Mrs. Sheldon A. Clark, 


Ex-Actress, Under 


Police Guard. 


PAULSBOBO, N. J., Nov. 21—OP) 


—A bullet ended the colorful career 
of Sheldon A. Clark, wealthy young 
oil company executive and sports- 
man, after a quarrel with his wife 
who told police today she does not 
recall what happened after he hit 
her with a billiard cue. 


Mrs. 
Clark, 25, a former actress, 
is under police guard at a hospital 
with a severe head injury. 
No 
charge was placed against her. 
Clark, 35-year-old son of A. Shel- 


don Clark of Harrington. 111., senior 
vice president of the Sinclair Re- 
fining company and prominent in 
Illinois and industrial and civic 
leader, met almost instant death 
from a bullet in the breast while 
he stood in the billiard room in the 
basement of his 16-room mansion. 


A 6-year-old son of the Clarks, 
Sheldon, jr., a small playmate, 
Nicholas Lubrano, 6, and George 
Johnson, who had been Hired by 
Clark for some work on a boat, wit- 
nessed the killing. Another child, 
5, was in a nearby room. 


Story of Shootine. 
Police quoted Johnson as stating 
the quarrel began while he and 
Clark were playing billiards. Mrs. 
Clark told her husband dinner was 
ready and he replied he intended to 
have dinner at the home of a 
cousin. Mrs. Clark asked him to 
spend more evenings at home, the 
witness stated. 
Johnson said the argument grew 
warmer and Clark finally followed 
his wife into the dining room, carry- 
ing the cue.

Logan H. Roots, Episcopal bishop 
of Hankow outlined missions in 
China and Dr. Robert E. Speer in his 
address defended the entire mis- 
sionary program on the grounds of 
accomplishments.

Fank Wu and Miss Lillian Picken 
were speakers; a convocation at 
agricultural 
college with Bishop 
Roots describing agricultural prob- 
lems in China: cesper services at 
the university Y. W. C. A. with Dr. 
Wu again speaking; the 6 o'clock 
church officers dinner at Trinity 
M. E. with Dr. Speer addressing the 
church, First M. E. and Zion Con- 
ings Tuesday night at St. Paul's 
meeting and the three mass rneet- 
gregational churches. 
E. Stanley 
Jones speaks at St. Paul's, Dr. Her- 
man Liu at First M. E. and Dr. 
Strock at Zion. 
At the Tuesday morning mass 
meeting Dr. Strock said, "We are 
in India because we have the mes- 
sage of the gospel to take to the 
people. Our three purposes there are 
to transform individual lives, estab- 
lish a church organization and to 
better the political and social rela- 
tions 
through the influence of 


Christianity." 
He stated that the work in India 
had been carried on successfully 
through the conversion of the Out- 
casts first and through them the 
higher castes had been accepting 
the faith. Between 1921 and 1931 
an average of 12,000 baptisms a 
month had been made.

supply, it was learned Tuesday. The 
trouble seems to be in the well line. 


As a step toward eliminating this 
sourc? of worry, a valve will be in- 
stalled in the line to permit the 
main to be flushed at frequent in- 
tervals. When the flushing is under 
way, 
the water will run onto city 
property immediately west of the 
wells. 
Employes of the water depart- 
ment are continuing their efforts 
to clean all of the meters that 
have been fouled by the manganese. 
Several hundred have been cleaned 
already.

TWO 
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PACIFISM SCORED 
BY H. H. WILSON 


Says Unprepared ness 
Never Kept Any Nation 


Out of War. 


Scoring the pacifists who contend 


that preparedness inevitably leads 
to war. H H. Wilson was the prin- 
cipal speaker at the Defenders' day 
banquet held in Grand Hotel Mon- 
day evening. Members of Farragut 
Post of the G. A. R- were th", 
guests of the Sons of Union Vet- 
erans and the auxiliary to the S U 
V. at the banquet, which is held an- 
nually to commemorate Lincoln s 
Gettysburg: address. 
"Unpreparedness never kept any 


nation out of war," Mr. Wilson 
said, "for if it had 
the 
United 
States would never have entered 
any war. The battle of Lexington 
and Concord were fought by farm- 
ers who grabbed their rifles from 
behind kitchen doors; the enHsted 
men m the Civil war were often 
engaged in actual conflct within a 
week after their enlistment; and 
In the World war, the United Statas 
would have been annihilated if she 
had been forced to meet the enemy 
immediately after the declaration 
of war. 
As it was, it took the 


United States 15 months to prepare 
and organize sufficient force." 
Mr Wilson flayed the pacifism 


movement among college students at 
the present time and expressed dis- 
may at the news that many of 
them were signing pledges not to 
bear arms in behalf of their coun- 
try under any circumstances 


"If there is any group of people 


in the world who should stand 
ready to defend their country," Mr. 
Wilson said, "it should be the 
young men who are receiving their 
education at practically no cost to 
themselves. It is like taking an 
oath not to fight for his father and 
mother and the old homestead as to 
take an oath not to bear arms for 
your country. There is no logical 
distinction between the defense of 
an individual of his OWP Hie and 
liberty and a group of individuals 
called a naton defending itself." 
Mr. Wilson also defended compul- 
sory military science and reviewed 
th* recent case in Maryland. Mr. 
Wilson said that the Maryland 
court held that "any state had the 
right to demand compulsory mili- 
tary training by an indivdiual if he 
was being educated at the expense 
of the state." 
"While I have always been an 
advocate of everything that could 
lead to peace," Mr. Wilson said IQ 
closing, "I hope that I will never 
see the day when the youth will re- 
fuse to bear arms to defend his 
country when it is wantonly at- 
tacked."

G. A. R. I. D. Evans made ft short 
address. J C McBride, Jerry Wil- 
helm, who is the only Lincoln sur- 
vivor of the battle of Gettysburg, 
A 1>.

Because of an unavoidable delay 
in setting up the central machinery 
for handling civil works projects in 
Lincoln, and to give the relief agen- 
cies and labor bureau plenty, of time 
to select the men who are to be 
given employment, the removal of 
street car rails and repavlng of the 
O. L. & B. right-of-way in Univer- 
sity Place will not be started until 
Wednesday morning, city officials 
said Tuesday. The change was made 
at the request of D L. Erickson, 
city engineer, on whom all of the 
responsbility for carrying out the 
projects will fall. 
Mr. Enckson's office will be civil 
works headquarters for the city it 
was decided Monday at an informal 
conference of the city council Pra- 
posals from department heads cov- 
ering projects for which money will 
be asked will go there. 
Plan Supervision. 


Supervision of the work is con- 
sidered by the city council as 
an 
obligation of the city, since the gov- 
ernment is supplying all of 
the 
funds for the activities. This will 
necessitate furnishing key men. the 
clerical help, timekeepers, and 
a 
large number of tools. It was to give 
him time to complete this setup that 
Mr. Erickson asked that the start- 
ing time of the first project be sec 
over a day 
The projects that can be btartea 
for the employment of men on the 
relief lists of the welfare organiza- 
tions and the rolls of the labor bur- 
eau are almost limitless, Mr. Erick- 
son told city officials 
He said paving can be repaired 
Fire hydrants can be lowered or can 
be straightened, and Commissioner 
Paul W Doerr. head of the water 
department, 
says he has 
several 
hundred hydrants that need atten- 
tion He also has a large number of 
abandoned light line poles in Uni- 
versity Place which he hopes to have 
removed, either by sawing them off

On 
January 9, he was notified that he 
had no disabilities and 
was dis- 
charged from the hospital. Under 
the law, he had until April 1 to ap- 
peal, but he took no action. The

Dr. Strock declared that a new 
spirit was manifest among the peo- 
ple. He said that he believed the 
misery and pathetic social condi- 
tions in India had 
been 
over- 
played. "Americans should realize 
that we have just as capable people 
in India 
as we have here," he 


stated. 
Bishop Roots, who has spent 39 


years in China, 29 of them as bishop 
of Hankow, pointed out that the 
most significant thing about China 
is its unbroken lineage as a race. 
This now is helping in the re-or- 
ganization of Chinese life. He spoke 
of the history of missions that be- 
gan there in fee seventh century, to 
the present time and stated that 
the Chinese are looking to Chris- 
tianity to provid the means of co- 
operation in solving their internal 
problems. 
"Communism is a direct challenge 
to Christianity in China," Bishop 
Roots said, "and the Chinese peo- 
ple are casting about for a way out 
of their political, social and econo- 
mic problems." They see it either 
in communism or in the co-opera- 
tive movement with Christian na- 
tions now fostered by the foreign 
missionary work he said. 
He said that the leaders in China 
today are self-consummated Chris- 
tians who are concerned not only 
with thier duty in China as hris- 
tians btu also about the part that 
the Christian church will play in 
the rural reconstruction of China. 


Roots Talks of Fanners. 


At the convocation at the agri- 
cultural 
college 
Bishop 
Roots 
pointed out that of China's 400 mil- 
lion population, over 80 per cent are 
fanners. Their condition is similar 
to that of the American farmer. In 
addition to a depression of farm 
prices they must also contend with 
the problems presented by bandits, 
warfare, opium and disease.

STILL WEARING BLINDERS. 
S 


OME weeks ago the statement appeared on this 


page that at least a section of American busi- 


ness was unregenerate. 
Further corroborative evi- 


dence on that score is supplied by the action of the 
United States Chamber of Commerce in its demand 
that the Roosevelt administration suspend a portion 
of its recovery program and stop experimenting with 
the dollar. 


There is no indication that the White House was 


perturbed or that it will modify its policies to fit in 
with the request of the Chamber of Commerce. 


The gold pegging program is unique. It represents 


a radical departure from the currency policy of 
America since the beginning. So far those who shout 
out against it cannot put their fingers upon any ac- 
tual damage, unless a decline in bond values within 
limited range should Be charged to it. Offsetting the 
decline in bond prices has been an advance in com- 
modity prices, more particularly farm commodities, 
and strangely that advance has equaled almost to 
the exact percentage the drop of the American dol- 
lar on foreign exchange. 


It is uncertainty which rasps on the nerves of the 


representatives of Wall street. The president is not 
taking the financial and business interests which look 
to Wall street into his confidence and that nettles 
them not a little bit. They are not accustomed to 
such treatment. For a long time, they have felt the 
view they take of business and of money was the 
same as the one shared by the White House, thereby 
eliminating doubt. More than that, they are by na- 
ture conservative, unhorsed and terrified by pros- 
pect of change, and so accustomed to having their 
own way that the present order bewilders them and 
leaves them angry and resentful. 


• • • 


fBiHEY overlook the fact that during the period in 
*- which business was more free from governmen- 
tal restraint than any any other era In America, af- 
fairs got into a sickening and sorry mess, with ruin 
and destitution the common lot of millions of peo- 
ple. They cannot shoulder that situation upon oth- 
ers. 
Business, the type of business supreme in the 


United States Chamber of Commerce, was complete- 
ly in the saddle during those years. It was lauded 
and eulogized to the skies; it held forth the promise 
of a new golden age in which the poor house was to 
disappear, and new exalted standards of living were 
to be established permanently. 


Business was blind and stupid in many things It 


did during those years, and it is equally short of vi- 
sion, of knowledge of popular sentiment, of apprecia- 
tion of its own ludicrous and untenable position to- 
day. 


Why sigh over the past? Why cling to old beliefs 


and prejudices? Why contemplate that the things 
which were will return? No day, no month, or no 
year is the same in individual life, in nature, or in 
national affairs. Change goes on unceasingly and it 
places upon people the necessity of readjusting and 
altering views. 


This, certain of the business elements resent. They 


want the gams played exactly as it has gone on 
heretofore, although it was never Just the same then, 
and although excess and undue caution always have 
characterized it. 


Jnst what remedies have been proposed by these 


(Titles? The preceding administration finally came 
to the conclusion that America's 
disorders would 


have to wear themselves out before the country could 
get better. The people voted overwhelmingly against 
such an attitude. They had suffered much and they 
did not feel they possessed the strength to fight 
much longer. The new administration came into of- 
fice pledged to decisive action and even those who 
scoff and sneer now must admit there has been as 
dramatic and as gallant an attempt made to inject 
new blood Into the veins as ever was waged.

FW<HIS is'to be a long drawn-out battle. If it is 
M won, it will be through the virtues of patience, 
fortitude, and strength. We are an impulsive peo- 
ple, accustomed to and expectant of results over- 
night 


For seventeen years, the rest of the world wallowed 


to misery and during a portion of that time, we glee- 
fully fingered our nose at it and escaped much that 
it suffered. There are widespread evidences of im-' 
provement in Europe, which seem to foreshadow an 
echo here in America. 
; 


But at the worst, conditions are improved immeas- 


urably over what they were ten months ago. More 
people are working, the volume of trade and busi- 
ness In many, il not all parts, of the United States 
Is larger than it was then, certain farm commodities 
bring two and three times what they did at that 
time. 


The Roosevelt program is a vast inter-related ef-

tion of the statute so M to make it Impossible for 
the members of the Morgan banking house and oth- 
ers slmlllarly situated to escape paying taxes as they 
were shown to have done during the investigation. 
The law was amended while Andrew Mellon waa 
secretary of the treasury In 1824 and 1926. the amend- 
ments weakening it so as to permit the practices 
which so astounded the public when they were 
brought to light. 


It is now proposed to amend the act in numerous 


ways. The amount permitted to be deducted on ac- 
count of depreciation and depletion is to be greatly 
reduced and tax is to be collected on all actual gains. 
Any losses reported must be deducted from the in- 
come for the same year. It will be remembered that 
the Morgan partners, while they made heavy gains 
for one year, went back to previous years in which 
they claimed to have suffered losses and deducted 
these from the profit for the current year, thus get- 
ting away from paying any tax whatever. 


This system was a product of the fertile brain of 


Mr. Mellon, but it will be erased from the books just 
as soon as congress can act. Numerous other alter- 
ations are to be laid before the whole committee by 
the sub-committee which has been making an inten- 
sive study of the entire question. Doubtless the in- 
vestigation which the senate committee has been 
conducting has cost a considerable sum of money, but 
apparently it has been an excellent investment. 


MILITARY TRAINING FOR STUDENTS. 


I 


T IS a neat and effective rebuke which the Unit- 


ed States supreme court has handed to the crit- 


ics of military training in state universities by its 
refusal to entertain an appeal from Maryland by a 
citizen of that state who wished to have his son ex- 
cused from that requirement as a conscientious ob- 
jector. 


Evidently the high triounai sees no infringement 


upon the constitutional rights of anyone in a univer- 
sity rule which calls upon able-bodied young men to 
take military drill as part of the regular course of 
instruction. In this particular instance no element 
of religious belief was involved. It was simply a 
case of "me no wantee." 


Students enjoy a great deal of latitude in these 


days, but it has not yet reached the point where 
they are allowed to make up the curriculum of the 
institution which they are attending. If they were, 
it is quite likely that not only would military train- 
ing be eliminated, but along with it the necessity 
of delving into Greek and Roman literature or wrest- 
ling with problems of higher mathematics. 


There is no law compelling those who have so- 


called "conscientious scruples" against bearing arms 
or teaching youth the elements of defense in war- 
fare to enroll themselves in a school where this ac- 
tivity is carried on. They can find other institu- 
tions which omit that feature. 


So far as state universities are concerned, they are 


required by act of congress to provide such Instruc- 
tion as a condition on which they receive aid from 
the federal government. 


The degree and kind of military training carried 


on in American universities 
and 
colleges fall far 


short of what other nations impose upon their young 
men. 
In France or Germany or Italy or Poland each 


male approaching his majority must undergo this 
sort of training for lengthy periods, whether he is 
attending school or not. Those countries have the 
draft system in peace time as well as In war and see 
to it that their potential fighting men are thorough- 
ly prepared for any emergency that may arise. 


Of course, that policy is more or less conducive to 


war. It is not the policy of the United States. Our 
universities make no pretense of developing actual 
military efficiency In their students; but they do ac- 
custom them to rules of discipline and concerted ac- 
tion, which will be valuable as a foundation for fu- 
ture training if the men should ever be called upon 
to serve their country in arms. 


THEY CRUMBLE FROM WITHIN. 


IYRON PRICE, the veteran Washington corre- 


spondent, and head of the Associated Press bu- 


reau at the National capital, may not have had 
Colonel McConnick of The Chicago Tribune in mind 
when he addressed the Intercollegiate Newspaper as- 
sociation Friday night of last week but his remarks 
constitute an irrefutable 
answer to McCormlck's 


slashing attack on the Roosevelt recovery program. 


Colonel McConnick has been deeply perturbed as 


to what will happen to newspapers and to the free- 
dom of the press under the proposed code for news- 
papers. 


"American journalism will stand if it maintains its 


inward greatness, and will fall if it loses it," Mr. 
Price told his audence. "Once more we are hearing 
a great deal about the freedom of the press. You 
young people will do well to follow that debate dili- 
gently, for as long as you live you will see the issue 
arise again and again. Seemingly the battle for a 
free press never is won finally but must be fought 
over and over again by each succeeding generation. 
None of you can doubt its responsibility there. But 
another responsibility lies heavily on you, too. We 
are in revolution, and it will be for the coming gen- 
eration to decide whether the press shall be kept 
decent enough and respectable enough to be worth 
fighting for. For it .is a too-often forgotten axiom 
that great institutions seldom perish from attacks 
from without. They crumble from within." 


That tells the story of the American newspaper. It 


is no better or no worse than the men and women 
who comprise its working staffs. 
If there is not 


within them, that spirit of consecration to duty and 
to American institutions of free government, it is of 
no value. If there is not a deep sense of resentment 
against social injustice and wrong uppermost in the 
thoughts of newspaper people, all of the high sound- 
ing phrases incorporated in written guarantees of a 
free press are meaningless. A sound, liberty-loving 
Journalism is not borne or perpetuated by govern- 
mental mandate any more than an alert, responsive 
and resourceful citizenship can be created by law. 
Colonel McConnick could put in his tune more prof- 
itably by giving thought to the ideals of newspapers, 
and the ability of newspaper staffs to give practical 
application to ideals of democratic institutions of 
government.

ley, the great scientist, died at 
Northumberland in Pennsylvania, 
and also that he was born just two 
hundred years ago? 


ANSWER. 


Yes, the Encyclopedia Britannica 
tells us that, and quite a few scien- 
tific 
and other magazines and 
journals have referred to this year 
of 1933 as marking the two hun- 
dredth anniversary of the birth of 
the famous discoverer of oxygsn. 
To be exact, he was born on March 


13, 1733, at Ficldhead, a village in 
the West Riding of YorKshh-e, Eng- 
land, and died on February ti, 1804, 
at the good Pennsylvania town you 
name. 


His scientific work alone entitles 
him to our remembrance. Yet epoch 
making as this was, it was on y a 
byproouct of the whole genius of a 
very notable man. First and fore- 
most Priestley was a Christian min- 
ister, who like Abbe Mendel, gave 
his spare 
time to invest.gating 
nature's mysteries. 


He made a brave stand for re- 
ligious freedom in an intolerant age, 
and in consequence the "King and 
Chuch" mob of Birmingham, Eng- 
land, burned his house and its valu- 
able library. That city has long 
since redeemed its ciedit, however, 
by erecting a statue to Priestley as 
one of Britain's noblest worthies 
who chose self-banishment from his 
native land in order that he might 
peacefully pursue his studies and 
his ministry. 


He had the singularly fortunate 


gift of being able to act upon well 
founded inferences, and by its use 
he discovered the element oxygen 
which has since saved many lives in 
hospitals, sick rooms, mines and on 
mountain • heights. 
But for that 


discovery the Himalayas could not 
be scaled, nor the foul depths of 
gaseous caves explored. All honor 
to Priestley's memory. He testified 
before his death that he had keenly 
enjoyed life and was happy at the 
prospect of ending it under Mr. Jef- 
ferson's "excellent administration."

of carotene. 


When there is not enough vita- 
min A in the body, infections of 
the eye occur in infants. It is 
thought that its presence in the 
body also increases immunity to 
any infection. It also 
stimulates 
growth. 


The questions which arise are 
whether carotene is actually vita- 
min A, and whether it can be 
formed in the body from its chem- 
ical elements, or whether it always 
must be introduced in the diet. An- 
other question is, whether it is 
necessary to add vitamin A delib- 
erately to the diet, as we do with 
vitamin D (cod liver oil) and vita- 
min C (orange and tomato juice). 


A Cleveland chemist, A. P. O. 
Germann. has concluded from his 
studies that carotene is actually 
vitamin A. and that it is synthe- 
sized in the body, and that it is 
advisable to add vitamin A to the 
diet. He calls the substance be iso- 
lated "vitin." 


Some of th« claims that he makes 
for its use are remarkable. It im- 
proves vision in cataract. It desen- 
sitizes against house dust. It pro- 
tects the nose and throat and bron- 
chial tubes from infection; also the 
digestive tract from infection. A 
pediatrician said to him: "If I told 
you everything that carotene seems 
to be doing in my practice, it would 
sound like a fairy storv. I am pre- 
scribing it so often. I am ashamed 
to tell "you how much." 


It is reported that people sus- 
ceptible to colds and other respira- 
tory infections, who got very little 
benefit from cod liver oil, received 
full 
protection 
during 
the 
12 
months from adequate vitin dosage. 


These statements have, however, 


by no means gone quite uncon- 
test«d. Prominent New York in- 
vestigators feel that our diet con- 
tains sufficient of vitamin A with- 
ort artificial attempts to add to Jt. 
Nor do they believe that extra 
amounts of the vitamin protect 
from infections quite so strikingly 
as is indicated in the paragraph 
above. However, since it appears 
to be harmless, there Is no reason 
why anybody who wishes to add it 
to the diet need hold himself back.

servers seem to be very agitated 
about a return of the run-with-the- 
fumbled-ball, but they are wasting 
their time. In the first place, the 
rules committee won't go for that. 
In the second, it wouldn't greatly 
help, anyhow. As Harry Kipke of 
Michigan points out, it would only 
mean a profusion of punts, with no- 
body willing to assume the obliga- 
tion of keeping so dangerous an ob- 
ject as the football with which the 
comical game is played, and I trust 
that I'm violating no confidence m 
stating that we have too much 
punting now 
There are other things the com- 
mittee might do, but won't. It could 
rescind at least part of its legisla- 
tion against the screen pass.
